re-eThe Cardinals are the supreme council or senate of !the Chureh, the advisers of the 
Sovereign Pontiff, and at the death of a Pope elect his successor. 

There are three orders of Cardinals, Cardinal-Bishops, Cardinal-Priests, and Cardinal- 
Deacons; but these orders are distinct from those of the hierarchy; it often happens that 
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many of the Cardinal Priests are archbishops or bishops, and the Cardinal Deacons are 
generally priests. The Sacred College, when full, consists of 70 members—6 Cardinal 
Bishops, whose dioceses are the six “Suburban Sees”; 50 Cardinal Priests, whose titles are 
the “Titular Churches” of which they are appointed superiors, with jurisdiction and a right 
to a throne, ete., therein; and 14 Cardinal Deacons, who are appointed to the churches called 
‘““deaconries.” This number, however, is seldom complete. ;

SEGHERS, Most Rey. Charles J., D.D., late Archbishop of Vancouver’s Island, was murdered 
by his servant on Noy. 28, 1886. The scene of the tragedy was on the banks of the Youcon 
River, about 500 miles from its mouth, and fully sixty miles from any human habitation.

He was put, in 1867, on the Committee of Arrangements which prepared the 
programme for the Vatican Council. In 1874 he succeeded Falcinelli-Antoniacci as Nuncio 
at Vienna, and, to do honor to his new dignity, was created Archbishop of Thessalonica 
tn partibus infidelium. He was made Cardinal on Sept. 19, 1879, but continued at the 
Viennese Court with the title of Pro-Nuncio, as there were negotiations to be completed 
with Russia and Germany and ecclesiastical arrangements for Bosnia and Herzegovina to 
be regulated. He was recalled to Rome in October, 1880, by Pope Leo, and succeeded 
Cardinal Nina as Papal Secretary of State.

LATE ARCHBISHOP OF NEW ORLEANS. 


On Friday, September 23, a cable dispatch was received in New Orleans announcing 
the death of Most Rev. Francis Xavier Leray, Archbishop of New Orleans, at Chateau 
Giron, France. 

Most Rev. F. X. Leray was born at Rennes, France, April 20, 1825, where he received 
his secular education. In 1843 he came to America in company with several Eudist 
Fathers, from the mother-house of the order in Rennes. They went to Vincennes, In- . 
diana, where he studied for some time. In 1849 he came to St. Mary’s Seminary, in Bal- 
timore, where he completed his theological course. He was ordained at Natchez, Miss., 
March 19, 1852, by Rt. Rev. Bishop Chauche. During the yellow fever ravages in 1853-54 the 
young priest distinguished himself by his devotion in administering to the spiritual 
wants of the afflicted. In 1853 the rector at Jackson, Miss., died of the fever, and Father 
Leray was appointed his successor. In 1857 Bishop Elder, at that time Bishop of Natchez, 
sent him to Vicksburg, where he worked zealously until 1865, when he returned to his 
former charge, where he remained until called to the episcopacy in 1877. He was conse- 
crated Bishop of Natchitoches, in his native province, on the 28d of April, 1877, by his 
Eminence Godefroy Cardinal Broussais Saint-Mare, Archbishop of Rennes, assisted by 
Right Rev. Celestine de la Hailandiere, formerly Bishop of Vincennes, and Mgr. Nouvel, 
Bishop of Quimper. Two years later, October 23, 1879, he was appointed coadjutor of 
New Orleans and Bishop of Janopolis. In this position he rendered valuable service to 
the archbishop in the administration of the affairs of the see. On the death of Most Rev. 
Archbishop Perche, in December. 1883, he succeeded to the vacancy, and has since en- 
deared himself to the Catholics of the province by his indefatigable labors in their be- 


half.

Pennsylvania.

CITY OF ST. AUGUSTINE. 


Cathedral of St. Augustine (3000), Rev. Edw. A. Pace, D.D., rector. _ The congregation 
of St. Augustine is by iar the oldest in the land, though it has had many vicissitudes 
in consequence of frequent changes of flag. The first colonists came from Spain in 1565, 
more than half a century before the Pilgrims landed on Plymouth. The Church of St. 
Augustine was fully organized at that early period, and it is the wnique privilege of that 
church to have a full set of church records of baptisms, marriages, ete., from the year 
1594, in a perfect state of preservation. These records are now in the city of Havana, 
where they were carried in 1763, at the first change of flag which made Florida pass under 
Englishrule. The population was originally altogether Catholic, and it has continued 
to have a largely preponderating number of Catholics to the present day. 

Chapel of our Lady of Milk, formerly Nuestra Sra. de la Leche, half a mile north of St. Augus- 
tine. The site of this chapel has lately been discovered and a new building erected on 
the old foundations. The spot is hallowed from the fact that a missionary priest, the 
Franciscan Friar Father Blas Rodriguez de Montes, two hundred and eighty years ago 
(in 1597) was put to death there by the Indians, from whom he asked and obtained per- 
mission to say Mass, which they attended in silence, and at the end of which they.mas- 
sacred him. There was on that spot, in the time of the old Spaniards, an oratory 
dedicated to Our Blessed Lady. The chapel perished during the political struggles of 
Florida; it was restored some years ago by Bishop Verot, but was blown down ina 
gale of wind outside of city of St. Augustine.
